The 
Chinese are clever at doing this to mke new varieties. 
It rings perfectly all right but it is 2g grains short 
in weight. This is rather late in calling your attention 
but I would like your permission to send this back and 
credit us with $2.85 which we paid for it.

Many thanks for sending the coin, Lot 303, on. This is not the 
pisce I was hoping it would be. We hve this coin and therefore please 
cancel our bid on Lot 505. The piece I am looking for has colums on the 
back and is on the sume order as the Mexican piece of Charles and Johanna. 


We clean today our coins by the electrical treatment. We use a 
battery jar filled with a solution of about 2% Potassium Hydroxide 
(Caustic Soda) and run a direct current through the solution, stopped down 
to anywheres from a quarter to 4 amperes. We attach a piece of platinum 
or a piece of iron to the positive and the coins to the negative connection. 
To take corrosion, tarnish, etc. off of silver, they should stay in from 
four or five hours to two days. This does not remove the tarnish or corrosion 
but ?oosens it so that it may be taken off by a fairly soft brush such as an 
old toothbrush. 


Coins shculd then be thoroughly washed and lacquered. We use for a 
lacquer Zapon Duranite B, made by the Zapon Division of the Atlas Powder Company 
of Stamford, Conn, They have offices in Chicago, Cleveland and Detroit, as 
Mell as other places, This lacquer is a little thick for our use and we thin 
‘4t down about one half with Zapon Thinner #21. This lacquer can be applied by 
dipping or with a camel's hair brush. To cover the surface evenly with a 
brush takes a little experience and care.

Dear Mr. Bolenders 


We are continually photographing coins and are 
continually making plaster casts. Our charges for making 
paaster casts average about 15¢ 4 cast, that is 30¢ per coin. 
These sre made in colored plaster so that they photograph 
better than does white olaster. 


We charge $4.00 for a 5 x 7 negative, getting on as 
many pieces as possibe. Although most Suropean catalogues 
prefer to photograph from plaster casts, we are More prone over 
here to photograph from the coins themselves, wherever possible, 
especially for a sales catalogue as it shows better the actual 
coin, its condition and to a slight extent, its discoloration, 
etc. : 


In photographing we prefer to group the coins according 
to the way they photograph best, rather than any arrangement 
you might make for laying them out on plates for the photo 
engraver. Ye find it more economical. We deliver you unmounted 
prints and you can arrange them to suit yourself. 


Let us know your wishes and I know we can look after you.

As per our recent correspondence on the subject of 
your assisting me in some plate work for auction catalogues, I am 
sending to-day by express prepaid, the 52 coins that I wish to have 
in the plates. 


Inasmuch as these were consigned to me from abroad, 
| think this time we will have you make the casts, and then 
you may photograph the casts. This will make it possible for 
you to lay the coins out. on the plates in the order in which 
T have them numbered, from 1 to 32, which will be catalogue order. 
In that way, I will be able to save considerable cost that the 
art engravers would otherwise charge me. You do not need to 
add the catalogue numbers, as the art engraver Will do that for 
a small fee, and the numbers will be different from those I have 
noted on the envelopes, with are merely numbers to use by you in 
placing them in order for photography. By the use of casts, you 
will be able to follow these. 


I have enclosed a uniface bronze of Nero, simply that 
you may examine it, and give me what information you can about it. 
Tis is not for plates. ; | 


I hope you can see yourself clear to give the work 
your prompt attention, and you can return them tome by express collect.

Dear Mr. Bolender: 


Your coins just arrived by express and I have looked these 
over. I suppose you want the cut about the size of the printed 
matter of your catalogue, that is virtually 4-1/2 x 7. If this 
is correct, let me know go I can print the negatives. 


Unfortunately the person who makes our casts has gone 
off on a three weeks' vacation and I don't know if we would have time 
during these three weeks to make the casts as I am away now part of 
the time and my assistant is going away shortly. I probably couid 
have these made within a few days after the cast~maker returns. 


I have looked these coins over carefully and I think we could 
Yet just as good results photographing direct, even as regards the i 
bronze coins, If this is agrseable, and you are pressed for time, I j 
can go right ahead and photograph. 4 
We could do this two ways - photograph on a black background a 
and turn the coins over so that they show obverse and reverse, either Bi 
side by side or above and below one another, or we could photograph them 
on a glass background which casts absolutely no shadow and leaves a 
white background. These we could cut out and mount on a white card- 
board go that the engraver need only print the lettering on the card~ 
board and make a halftone of the whole plate, leaving the halftone 
tint as a background. If we photograph on white, cut out the coins 
and mount them on proper cards, the expense would not exceed $1.00 per plate, 
Even this way would be far cheaper than making the casts. I may have 7 
difficulty in getting the proper coins to fit in right on the plate, I 
can put only three a line, obverse first line, reverse second line, 
obverse third line, reverse fourth line, This would leave two coins 
over. Possibly there would be room on the last silver plate to put the 
last two copper coins. I have not had a chance to work this out. 
However, let me know concerning the questions I have brought up.
